them with the false idea that she is 
peaceful while ?"rance is overbearing 
and revengeful.

HUNGARY'S BOLSHEVIK!. 


(Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 


The seizure of power by the "Reds" 


of Budapest is alarming-, but not so 
alarming- as the dispatches from Ger- 
many would tend to indicate. For bol- 
shevism to gain the upper hand in any 
European capital is sufficiently disquiet- 
ing'. 
It does not, however, necessarily 


indicate an increasing- spread ' of the 
Russian poison. 


It is not to be doubted that Karolyi's 


government has fallen and that a soviet 
regime holds sway in the Hungarian 
capital. 
It may be questioned if this 


regime has or will spread throughout 
the country- It should be remembered 
that there have been reports of soviet 
regimes in Munich and other German 
capitals, but they have invariably fail- 
ed to gain control of a state. 


Hungary at present, shorn of all the 


non-Magyar lands that were a part of 
the Hapsburg kingdom of Hungary, is 
only a minor central European state, 


j of no more political importance than 
Bavaria or Saxony, not as large as Rou- 
mania, and probably not so populous as 
Cecho-Slovakia. Even were bolshevism 
to gain control of the entire country it 
would be no really tremendous accession 
of strength. 


It is reported that a great Russian 


Bolshevist army is on the Hungarian 
frontier ready to march in at any time 
and give aid to the Magyar brethren. 
The Hungarian Soviets are said to have 
made a formal alliance with the Rus-. 
sians and to have declared war against 
the entente nations. 
These statements 


are not incredible, but they may be con- 
siderably exaggerated.
